Miss Augusta Stanek, 22, of Spo- 
kane, told exuberantly today how she 
mastered speech again, she “could 
Say only ‘yes’ and ‘no’ for a long 
time, and then only with hesitation.” 

Doctors removed a section of skull 
from above her left ear in a tumor 
operation.

MINE STRIKE ENDED, 
WORKERS WILL RETURN 


Alabama Operations To Be 
Resumed After 8 Weeks 
of Idleness. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 17.—(P) 
Work notices were posted at most 
Alabama mines today calling thou- 
sands of miners back to their jobs 


after eight weeks of idleness on strike. 

Settlement of the long-drawn out 
strit: which brought death to one 
miner, and wounds to six others, was 
effected last night after Governor Bibb 
Graves had entered the negotiations. 

Under the terms of the new con- 
tract which runs until April 1, 1937, 
the miners will be given 20 cents a 
day increase on a scale ranging from 
$2.80 to $3.80 per day, four and one- 
half cents more per ton on tonnage 
work, and five per cent additional 
for dead work. 

The miners had asked 50 cents a 
day increase, nipe cents per ton hike 
for tonnage work, and 10 per cent 
more for dead work, to the scale 
existing on September 23, when the 
strike began, This is the same wage 
— granted in other soft coal 
ielde 

D. A. Thomas, on behalf of the 
operators, issued a statement saying 
the increase was granted “notwith- 
standing th. financial hardship” im- 
posed on the owners, adding that some 
mines could not reopen at increased 
wages. 

Fx the miners, William Mitch, 
president of District No. 20, United 
Mine Workers of America, said the 
compromise had been accepted in spite 
of the fact that the men were entitled 
to all they had asked for. Mitch 
said he hoped the new scale would 
“work out satisfactorily.” 

Governor Graves, who abandoned 
his planned attendance at the Ala- 
bama-Georgia Tech football game yes- 
terday, to aid in bringing about a 
settlement said, “It has shown there is 
a patriotic devotion in time of peace 
as well as in war.” 

Generally it was understood that 
the Governor proposed the terms of 
ending the strike to operators on 
Friday.

RAISING PARTNER’S SUIT BID. 
As soon as a player has thoroughly 
digested opening suit bid requirements, 
and how to choose between biddable 
suits (as explained in my last Mon- 
day’s article), he is ready to “tackle” 
a more difficult phase of bidding: 
When to raise partner’s suit bid. 

In principle, raises are based on 
the number of supporting winners in 
the responding hand. (The player who 
makes the first bid is called the open- 
ing bidder; his partner is the re- 
sponder, or responding hand.) 

In practice, however, it is easier 
and simpler to base raises on case 
methods, which involve three separate 
factors: 

1. Adequate trump support. 

2. Honor tricks. 

3. Short suits,” 

Before discufsing these factors in- 
dividually let \me emphasize that, in 
speaking of “raising partner’s suit 
bid,” I am using the term literally 
and am not yet taking up the various 
other bids that responding hand can 
make, 

No matter how strong the respond- 
ing hand is, no raise should be given 
without adequate trump eupport. 
Partner’s opening bid may be based 
on a minimum four-card suit. To 
support, or raise him, you must have 
at least four small cards ir his suit, 
or the queen and two small ones. 

You may give your partner one 
raise—that is, from one to two of his 
suit—if holding adequate trump sup- 
port and one honor trick if your hand 
contains -a_ singleton; 1 1-2 honor 
tricks if your hand contains a double- 
ton; two honor tricks even if gou 
have no short suit (4-3-3-3).

Also that he was out of 
diamonds and, probably of clubs as 
well, since the declarer had clearly 
kept dummy’s club queen for an entry.

Yet East care- 
lessly led the spade and poor West 
was forced to give declarer two heart 
tricks for his contract. Either a heart 
or a club lead by East would have 
assured the defenders five tricks.

They 
reverberated, too, from the thunder- 
ous shock of the broadside that Min- 
nesota’s mighty men turned loose 
against Michigan in the stormy seas 
of the middle west. 

GREATEST UPSET. 

_ Out of all the tumult and shout- 
ing, the comebacks and setbacks that 
featured yesterday's college battles, 
no reversal was more stunning than 
that accomplished by Duke’s Blue 
Devils at the expense of North Caro- 
lina’s Tarheels in full view of a ree- 
ord southern crowd of 46,000 at Dur- 
ham. Storm warnings had been hoist- 
ed for this, as well as other- frays 
along the eastern coast, but none an- 
ticipated that Duke would muster the 
power, speed and defensive skill suf- 
ficient to crush the ambitious Tar- 
heels to the extent of 25 to 0.

(UP)—Dr. John J. Tigert, president 
of Florida University, will take steps 
to bring subsidization of college ath- 
letes into the open, he indicated to- 
night. -§ 

In a letter to the chamber of com- 
merce here, the university president 
said he plans to introduce an aihend- 
ment to Southeastern conference rules 
at the next meeting of the conference 
to permit financial aid to student 
athletes who are in good standing 
scholastically. 

The letter was in response to a 
resolution passed recently by the ad- 
vertising committee of the Daytona 
Beach Chamber of Commerce, The 
resolution urged development of bet- 
ter Florida football teams, 

Tigert’s letter said subsidized ath- 
letics will be a reality at Florida next 
year if his plans are carried out. 

Tigert, a football star in his own 
right in his younger days, recently 
declared he knows how to “buy a 
Rose Bowl team” but said “many 
members of such a team would be for- 
eigners and our students wouldn’t as 
sociate with some of them.” 

His letter tonight was the latest 
development in the Florida football 
situation, seething with discontent 
since opening of the season. The Uni- 
versity Alumni Association already 
has. placed itself on record as favor- 
ing open subsidization, recommend- 
ing that star athletes be paid from 
a central fund administered by the 
university president, 

Such an amendment as Tigert pro- 

oses would be a bombshell in the 
outheastern conference meeting, 
scheduled for December. Comprised 
of such teams as Louisiana State, 
Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky, Tulane 
and Mississippi, the conference boasts

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 17.—(AP)—Like the plucky fighter 
he was on the gridiron, “Bubber’” Byrne, halfback on the Notre Dame 
High school football team, was bucking the line for his life today but the 
losses ofttnumbered the gains. 

The 18-year-old lad who put everything into the game for his “Little 
Irish” teammates was sinking rapidly at Erlanger hospital, where he lies 
with a blood stream infection. 

“It’s a matter of hours,’”’ came the word from Bubber’s room to his 
mates outside. But they couldn’t help hoping and praying he’d come 
through like he had many a time when a first down or maybe a touch- 
down was needed. 

Conscious for a time today, Bub- 
ber—his full name is James Patrick 
Byrne—recognized his mother, Mrs. 
Margaret Byrne, a widow. 

“Il guess I’m going, ma,” he said. 
“But I'll write to you.” 

Then Bubber went back in there 
fighting for all he was worth for Coach 
Bill Coughlin and Notre Dame High.
